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IMPROVED TRAIN SERVICE EXPECTED 


Officials of Boston & Maine Railroad Hear Protest of 
Andover Patrons and Result Seems 
Satisfactory. 


ENDOWMENT FUND GROWS 


Nearing the Goal in the Drive for 
$1,500,000 at Phillips Academy. 
Alumni in All Parts of 
Country Respond. 


Improved train service late in: the 
afternoon from Boston to Andover is 
confidently expected as the result of a 
hearing given a committee consisting of 
Hon. John N, Cole, J. F. O’Connell, and 
E. V. French, representing eighty-eight 
petitioners who are daily commuters. 
The net result of the conference was the 
promise of Acting General Passenger 
Agent F. T, Grant and General Passen- 
ger Agent B. R. Pollock to make an 
investigation, having for its object the 
restoration of the former 4.40 afternoon 
train from Boston, and also to make 
further studies to see if the service on 
the 5.14 train can be improved. 


The protest was made because of the 
increasingly unsatisfactery service af- 
forded by the 5.14. Recently two addi- 
tional stops between Andover and Bos- 
ton were scheduled, and as a result the 
train has been getting into Andover far 
behind its usual time. The petitioners 
asked that the five minutes to five train, 
express to Lawrence, be stopped at 
Andover as a partial compensation for 
the delay in the 5,14, but both Messrs. 
Grant and Pollock stated that this 
could not be done, because of the pro 
tests already, before them from Portland 
riders who have complained because the 
train has been making such poor time to 
Portland. 


While the Andover petitioners hardly 
expected to have the Portland train 
stop, it made it easier to press for addi- 
tional concessions and the. railroad of- 
ficers spoke quite encouragingly about 
the possibility of putting back the for- 
mer ‘‘in-between” train that will leave 
about 4.36 or 4.40 p.m. The committee 
representing the commuters tried hard 
to have this train brought up as near 5 
O'EGEK as possible, atid ‘specifically siig-~ 
gested 4.45. Mr. Pollock explained that 
this did not seem possible, because of 
the great number of trains now leaving 
between 4.30 and 5.30. 

Mr. Grant explained that the reason 
for putting on the two additional stops- 
on the 5.14 was because of the total 
cessation cf trolley service at certain 
points. The commuters’ committee, 
however, protested that the few

The drive for Phillips Academy’s $1,- 
500,000 endownment and building fund 
is progressing favorably and at the smok- 
er of the New England Alumni associa- 
tion held at the Boston City Club Tues- 
day night it was announced that $1,225,- 
000 had been subscribed or pledged. 

Many local alumni attended the gath- 
ering which was called to order by Philip 
L. Reed of Boston formerly of this town. 
Prof. Charles H. Forbes of the faculty 
presided and the question of teachers 
salaries was the keynote of the meeting. 

Fred Wolcott, '87 who was Hoover’s 
assistant in Europe, characterized the 
public school situation as a national 
disgrace, such as, Germany, France, 
Belgium or England, after five years of 
war, would not tolerate. In public 
schools the average teacher’s salary is 
less than $1000, and in private school 
conditions, are nearly as bad. The en- 
dowment fund which the alumni of 
Andover are raising, is now practically 
assured of $1,225,000 of the intended 
$1,500,000 and of these pledges, five men 
have promised $100,000 each. 

Carl Hamilton 09 gave a series of 
moving reminiscences of his days at 
Andover, speaking in terms of the great- 
est affection of the individual professors 
and the Andover faculty as a whole, and 
concluding with a plea for the success of 
the fund to remunerate adequately these 
men who are steadfastly declining flat- 
tering offers to go elsewhere. He thou- 
ght that by continuing the drive ’the 
fund could be made $2,000,000 or even 
$2,500,000 a figure which he wished it 
‘would reach, in ordér that there might 
be a handsomely endowed chair for the 
principal, Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, which 
would give him more leisure and enable 
him to travel more, 

Dr. Stearns himself arraigned sharp- 
ly the modern teacher, who would join

In certain parts of the country, 
especially in the white-clover region, 
there has been a lack of nectar during 
late summer and fall, and many colonies 
of bees are not provided with enough 
stores to last through the winter and to 
enable them to build up properly next 
spring. This lack is especially deplor- 
able just now because of the bright out- 
look for good honey markets next year. 
Bee keepers whose bees are not ade- 
quately provided with good honey stores 
in abundance should do their utmost to 
get granulated sugar from which a thick

soon as the sirup is given and the feeder 
left packed. Bees wintered in cellars in 
the far North should be fed as soon as 
they are removed from the cellar, or, if 
they are short of stores, sirup can be 
given not more than three or four weeks 
before they are removed to the outside 
stands. Directions for making thick 
sirup for fall or winter feeding are found 
in Farmers’ Bulletin 695 of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. In 
providing stores of sugar sirup it is best 
to feed in one lot rather than to extend 
the feeding over several days. The de- 
partment does not recommend the use of 
cakes of candy for winter feeding. 

With scant winter stores it becomes 
unusually important to pack bees 
thoroughly for winter to conserve their 
stores as well as their vitality. Explicit 
directions for winter care of bees are 
given in publications which will be sent 
free on request to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


No Sentences of Death for Military 
Offenses 


Washington, D. C.—In no case was a 
sentence of death imposed on a soldier 
in the American Army during the war 
for a purely military offense, according 
to the annual report of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the army. Inall only 
145 death sentences were imposed and 
of these 110 were commuted or mitigat- 
ed. Thirty-five men only were executed 
during the war—10 in France and 25 in 
the United States. In these thirty-five 
cases the sentence was imposed on the 
men being found guilty of murder in 
two cases; murder and munity in 19 
cases; assault in eleven eases and assault 
and murder in three. These figures are 
for the entire period since April 6, 1917. 
In all there were 16,547 persons tried 
fore general courts-martial in the fis- 
cal year which ended last June and 85 per 
cent of those tried were convicted. More 
than one-third of the charges lodged 
against officers were for drunkenness, 
absence without leave and conduct un- 
becoming an officer. A heavy percent- 
age of the charges against enlisted men 
was for desertion, absence without leave 
and sleeping on duty.

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KEEP KNOCKED-OUT TEETH 


Dentist Can Replace Then in Mouth 
So That They Will Soon Give 
Good Service. ; 


When one’s front teeth are knocked 
out there Is no need to leave them on 
the floor, for they can be reinserted 
very well by a good dentist. Dr. H. M. 
Savery tells In the Lancet (London) 
of two cases in which the teeth were 
completely dislocated from their sock- 
ets. 

In one case the teeth were placed in 
salt water while the dentist carefully 
washed out the sockets. Then they 
were reinserted, a stitch or two placed 
in the gums and the jaws were ban- 
daged shut so that the teeth bit on a 
pad of lint. In the other case the 
teeth still hung to the gums, so the 
sockets were cleaned out without de- 
taching the teeth. 

In beth cases the teeth became sol- 
idly fixed and the patients could use 
them for normal biting a few months 
after the accident. 

Dr. C. De Witt Henry of New York 
replaced not long ago the teeth of a 
truck driver that had been knocked 
out In a collision. The man had pick- 
ed his teeth from the gutter and run 
up to the dentist’s office carrying them 
fn his hand, 


World’s Largest Vaults. 

In the underground vaults of the 
new United States assay office, the 
cornerstone of which was laid recently 
in New York, can be stored more than 
$20,000,000,000 in gold. They are said 
to be the largest and finest in the 
world, according to Popular Mechanics 
magazine. Five of the eight stories 
of the building will be located beneath 
the surface of the earth. Sealed in 
the cornerstone of the structure are 
copies of several newspapers; a med- 
al on which there is a portrait of the 
president, and a bag containing a set 
of United States coins ranging In value 
from one cent to $20, bésides other 
articles of interest and value. The 
building will cost over $800,000.

cates of the plan now propose to in- 
clude the use of an old brewery as a 
storage warehouse for potatoes and 
other products grown by local farmers, 
so as to lessen the city’s dependence on 
shipped-in products. 


That municipalities are tackling thei? 
local food problems in a variety of ways, 
some of them unusual, is evidenced by 
reports received by the city marketing 
division of the Bureau of Markets, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

From establishing curb markets, re- 
modeling, or building retail market 
houses, efforts of cities have expanded 
until some are actually selling food 
supplies, while one city of about 65,000 
population is operating a farm and 
selling produce from it at retail. 

Houston, Texas, which has amunici- 
pally owned retail market house, has 
taken over three stalls in the building 
and is handling fruits and vegetables in 
competition with its tenants. In order to 
be fair to other retailers it charges it- 
self with all overhead expenses paid by 
other dealers, including rent, and also 
pays wages higher than those paid in 
other stalls. Reports on ten weeks op- 
eration of the city-managed stalls show 
that it is possible to buy and sell pro- 
duce in competition with local mer- 
chants at both a direct and indirect 
saving to consumers. The experiment 
is to be enlarged to include food pro- 
ducts other than fruits and yegetables 
and is said to be already serving as a 
stabilizing influence on prices in that 
city market. Competing merchants 
have become interested in the methods 
of doing business of the city-operated 
stalls and appear anxious to try out 
practices’ that would enable them to 


Distribution of Narcotic Drugs 


Physicians and druggists, upon whom 
the Government places the responsibi- 
lity of regulating the distribution of 
narcotic drugs, will receive further in- 
structions this week upon the enforce- 
ment of the Harrison Narcotic: Law, 
through a pamphlet which is being dis- 
tributed by the Internal Revenue Office, 
which calls attention to the need of 
careful and rational handling of narcotic 
addicts, 

“The enforcement of the Harrison 
Narcotic Law, as amended by the 
Revenue Act of 1918,” said Collector 
John F, Malley of the Internal Revenue 
Office, ‘‘must be carried out in such a 
manner as not to produce unwarranted 
suffering on the part of addicts. The 
constitutionality of the law has been 
clearly upheld and the Supreme Court 
has held it is unlawful to furnish a fer- 
son popularly known as a ‘dope fiend’ 
with narcotic drugs for the purpose of 
satisfying his appetite for the drug as a 
habitual user and not in the course of 
the regular professional practice of 
medicine and in the proper treatment of 
disease. 

“It was also held,” continued Mr. 
Malley, “that an order for narcotics 
issued by a practitioner to an habitual 
user, but not in the course of professionat 
treatment in an attempted cure of the 
habit, but for the purpose of providing 
the user with narcotic drugs sufficient

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The Teaching Problem 


A splendid keynote was struck at the 
Phillips Academy Smoker in Boston on 
Tuesday evening. It was a note that 
should be sent along to a constituency 
as broad as the entire Phillips alumni, 
and echoed by them through all the 
lands from which the boys have been 
gathered to make up that big group. 
There has been, is being, and will con- 
tinue to be a lot of very foolish ‘tbunk”’ 
put forth in the name of ‘“ American- 
ism’’, and as has been stated in many 
Massachusetts newspapers during the 
past. week, some of the greatest offend- 
ers have been uncovered in their 
‘*defense’’ of so-called Americanism. 

But Principal Stearns touched a real 
high spot in the whole proposition in dis- 
cussing ‘‘Americanism”’ from the stand- 
point of creating that sort of atmos- 
phere in the school life of such boys .as 
go to Phillips, and even the younger ones 
who go to the public schools. There is 
the place where we are going to make the 
future citizens of this country, not alone 
in their training to become first-class 


‘|lawyers, high-grade chemists, leading 


business men, but clear thinkers and 
keen helpers in the job of government, 
of public service, and of living — man 
to man. Of course, incidental to all 
this, the thought that was set forth is 
the great problem of having the right 
kind of teachers to bring about such a 
result. This is why Phillips must have 
a million and a half dollars more; it is 
why Harvard must have fifteen million 
dollars; it is why every educational in- 
stitution in the country established on 
the right lines and visualizing the future 
in the right way, must be properly sup- 
ported. More important for those of us 
here in Andover, is why we must see 
that the wage that goes to the man or 
woman who teaches in the public schools 
is enough to not only secure sufficient 
education to interpret textbooks, but 
that kind of character that interprets 
in the right way the great movements 
which create the right kind of citizen- 
ship. 

Those of us around the half-century 
mark in age can recall many teachers in 


the history of the Andover teaching 
force who were not great scholars, who 
had some difficulty to pass the examina- 
tion and test that allowed them to be- 
come public school educators, but whose 
influence upon the life of the boys and 
girls who have now grown to manhood 
and womanhood is reflected in character 
that means much in times like these, 
when it is easy for men and women to 
become unsettled in their thinking. As 
a matter of fact, there is not lacking 
some evidence that the great intellectual 
giant is most easily influenced in having 
his view distorted, his attitude on public 
questions entirely mistaken, his ability 
to rightly lead his fellowmen become an 
almost negligible quantity. 

The kind of preaching that Mr, 
Stearns indulged in Tuesday in Boston 
is undoubtedly the doctrine that he has 
been setting forth from one end of the 
country to the other, and Phillips 
Andover may well be proud of the mes- 
sage that she has thus been setting forth 
as the message of Andover, in these 
critical days when such an influence as 
Andover creates can be such a power.

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Sells Arak as Well as Milk 


The first arrest in connection with the 
finding of an alleged illicit still in Ando- 
ver was made on Monday of this week. 

The case began with the discovery of 
three half-hallon jugs of Syrian whiskey, 
known as arak, and twenty 25-pound 
cases of raisins in a milk storehouse 
conducted by Yaksoulian at 40 Valley 
street, Lawrence, and used by Aaron 
Kasabian, a milk dealer from West 
Andover. When the police discovered 
the raisins and arak in the storehouse 
Yaksoulian was questioned and told of 
the still in West Andover. 

Officer Frye was called to go with the 
Lawrence police to search the Kasabian 
premises which are just off Chandler 
road. There they found seven gallons 
of arak ready for sale, forty gallons in 
brew, and a bottle of anise oil used to 
give flavor. 

_ The still was very primitive and con- 
sisted of a copper kettle with an inner 
crockery container and a‘ tin cover. 
Raisins were put in the copper kettle 
and boiled. During the boiling process 
the steam was condensed on the cover 
and dripped into the crockery container, 
slowly turning into the beverage sought, 
which is said to contain more than 
eighty per cent of alcohol. 

When taken into custody the men 
denied that they had sold any of the arak 
but had made it for their own personal 
use. The authorities failing to produce 
evidence which would conclusively prove 
that there had been actual dealing in 
intoxicating liquors, the case of Kasa- 
bian and Yaksoulian was continued 
until January 2. The case will probably 
be transferred to Federal authorities

the war, are soon to be offered for sale 
at the various stores operated by the 
War Department in different parts of 
the country. In addition to meat and 
cereal, the ration contains an ounce of 
sweet chocolate. The date on which 
the sale is to begin has not yet been 
announced. 

Each ration, packed in tins, weighs 
ene pound. The contents are 84 ounces 
of meat dnd wheat component, tablets 
of chocolate and salt and pepper, The 
meat is in the form of powder, which is 
mixed with 54 ounces of wheat, which 

as been cooked and reduced to a coarse 
neal. After the evaporation of all mois- 
ture, the ration was sealed in a vacuum 
%as to insure its keeping for three 
Years. The meat and wheat component 
May be boiled for five minutes in two 
fiarts of water’ to make soup, or by 
pMoiling in three pints of water becomes 
 sitlge, which may be eaten either hot

LOOK FOR ANOTHER POMPEII 


Archeologists Expect to Uncover 
Treasures of Art Hidden for Some 
Twenty Centuries. 

During the war archeological exca- 
vations were continued at the Italian 
colony of Syrenaica on the north Af- 
rican coast, and now comes the news 
that what has been found already 
promises the uncovering of another 
ancient city as important as Pom- 
pell. Once upon a time the spot 
was a Greek colony, with the civiliza- 
tion of Greece transplanted to the 
soll of Africa. The work has been car 
ried on during the war under the su- 
pervision of Prof. Lucio Mariani, di- 
rector of the archeological service of 
the ministry of the colonies, and the 
prediction Is now made that the new- 
ly discovered city will eventually 
prove actually richer than Pompeii in 
its evidence of a past civilization. 
Here have been found already statues 
of the Graces, a Hermes, an Eros, an 
Alexander the Great and most Impres- 
sive of all; the Aphrodite of Cyrene, 
which ts ‘said by certain connoisseurs 
to be a fair rival in beauty to the 
Venus of Milo and the Venus of Cni- 
dus. The discoveries have extended 
over a good many years. It may be 
added, however, as an illustration of 
the modified joys of archeology, and 
the Introduction of a new mystery into 
the history of art, that the Aphrodite 
‘of Cyrene lacks both head and arms. 
The world may wonder what she 
looked Hike as well as what she was 
supposed to be- doing. 


PAYS TO STAY IN SCHOOL 


Fact Shown in Do®ars and Cents by 
Figures Compiled by Bureau of 
Education. 

The value of staying at school Is 
stated In dollars and cents In figures 
recently compiled by the bureau of 
education and distributed to boys and 
girls’ throughout the country by the 

children’s bureau. 

From a study of a large number 
of actual cases it has been found that 
at twenty-five years of age the boy 
who remained in school until he was 
eighteen had received $2,000 more sal- 
ary than the boy who left school at 
fourteen, and that the better-educated 
youth was then receiving more than 
$900 a year more in pay. 

“This is equivalent to an investment 
of $18,000 at 5 per cent,” the state 
ment said. “Can » boy increase his 
capital as fast In any othem@way? 

“From this time on the salary of 
the better-educated boy will rise still 
more rapidly, while the earnings of the 
boy who left school at fourteen will 
increase but little.”

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ONE-FOURTH WORLD'S 
WOMEN IN CHINA 


Seventy Per Cent. Employees in 
Shanghai Cotton Mills Wom- 
en and Children Working 
Twelve Hour Shifts. 


One-fourth of the women in the 
world are Chinese—200,000,000 of 


them. They are going into industry 


in large numbers to work long hours 
and for little- money. 

In Shanghai, for instance, seventy 
per cent. of the employees in the 
cotton mills are women and children. 
Working hours for spinners are from 
six in the morning until six at night 
and from six at night until six in the 
morning. Weavers work from 5:30 in 
the morning until seven at night and 
the wages are from ten to twenty cents 
a day. Hundreds of women are em- 
ployed in silk filature mills, standing 
hour after hour washing cocoons in 
basins of boiling water In the ex- 
cessively hot rooms necessary for 
apartments where fine silk is spun. 
In Canton alone, there are 150,000 
women in factories at a maximum 


wage of forty cents a day for women- 


and of fifteen cents a day for girls. 
As part of. its program of world 
service for women the National Young 
Women's Christian Association is ex- 
pecting to put on Its staff of sec- 
retaries In China an expert on in- 
dustrial conditions who will develop 
social work in factories, and work to 
improve conditions for women em- 
ployees. This work will include the 
Introduction of recreation and social 
life among the workers and of health 
lectures and educational classes.

TEACHING IN CHINA 


Physical Training School Main- 
tained in Shanghai. 


The. vast majority. of Chinese men 
remember their mothers as cripples. 
Many,.,a girl wanders into a mission 
school who has not had her own feet 
bound, but has never seen a woman 
of her own class who could walk, and, 
therefore, she walks in a most ungain- 
ly fashion—scarcely conscious of her 
natural feet. 

The Chinese Medical Association— 
ap Association composed only of Chi- 
nese physicians mostly graduates from 
American and English tinstitutions— 
have asked the entire educated commu- 
alty of the country to co-operate in 
better health for the children of Chi- 
na. All the Mission Boards operating 
in China felt that one of the greatest 
contributions the Young Women’s 
Christian Association could offer to 
the health of China would be to es 
tablish a normal school for the train- 
{ng of physical directors. 

Accordingly, in Shanghai, which Is 
the greatest port in China, the nation- 
al committee established such a school 
{n 1914. The school has won favor 
with all educationists, both missionary 
and government. There have already 
been nine graduates from this school, 
Miss Ying Mei Chun, a graduate of 
the Wellesley School of Physical Edu- 
cation, has been dean of the. school. 
Graduates of the school are scattered 
from Canton to Peking, teaching with 
conspicuous success {n twelve mission 
and government schools,

MEXICO’S WEALTH OF SILVER 


Aroused Greed of Conquerors and 
Brought Only Bondage and Misery 
to the People. 

Mexico has produced a steady stream 
of silver ever since its conquest by 
Cortez in 1519. But while the supply 
seemed inexhaustible. it brought more 
misery than happiness to the nation. 
In the opinion of the Salt Lake Trib- 
une, because It afforded the Incentive 
to bring conquerors to its shores to en- 
slave the people. 

The Spaniards robbed and enslaved 
the Aztecs to control the silver supply. 
They blotted out a  semi-barbarous 
civilization that had built great trri- 
gation systems, massive temples and 
beautiful cities, and the once proud 
and happy people were placed under 
the yoke for four centuries. 

An almost uncanny gift in ferreting 
out the big silver deposits was pos- 
sessed by the Spanish governors... The 
cost of gunpowder was so high, though, 
that only the richest finds were 
worked.- Only ore that produced over 
100 ounces of silver to the ton was 
mined. It is said that the owner of 
the Quinteca mine, in the Alamos dis- 
trict, a Senor Alamada, on the mar- 
tiage of his daughter, lined the bridal 
chamber of the palacio with bars of 
silver and paved the way to the church 
with the metal. 

Large profits are made from demol- 
ishing some of the old houses In the 
Chihuahua district, and reducing the 
material in them for silver. The na- 
tives who built them used to use the 
run of mine slag, in the absence of 
cheaper building material, and much 
valuable ore went into the buildings.

tion of children entrusted to him. In 
the old days, he said, men didn’t go into 
the teaching profession for such a pur- 
pose. Principal Stearns made it clear 
that he was not denouncing labor unions 
as such, but added; “If we go on attract- 
ing the former type of teacher, we shall 
have no one to thank but ourselves if 
everything. goes in a crash.” 

He recounted instances of radicalism 
in public school teaching faculties in 
New york and San Francisco, and added 
that there was no better way of strength- 
ing the ramparts against bolshévism and 
anarchy than by strengthening the 
schools,..which, he said, could not be 
done when the average salaries of teach- 
ers after 20 years’ service are only $2000. 
The teachers must be put in a position, 
where their salaries will support them as 
they did before the war. Andover is 
going to do not only that, but is going to 
make the profession more dignified. 
From this example he predicted that a 
movement would come that would go 
far to stamp out dangerous tendencies.

Every morning his written observa- 
tions afe placed on my desk; from 
them I/ have time and again gleaned 
pieces of information that made a big 
difference in the profits ‘of the store.”

The important questions asked of all 
persons are.: 


1. Age at last birthday. 

2. Each person ten years of age and 
over will be asked whether he is able to 
read or write. 

3. Each person will be asked his birth- 
place as well as the bitrhblace of father 
and mother. 

4. If foreign born the date of coming 
to the United States will be asked, and, 
if naturalized, the date of becoming a 
citizen; also mother tongue or native 
language. 

5. Each-head. of .a family. will be asked 
whether his home is owned by him or 
rented. If owned, whether the home 
is mortgaged or free of debt. 

6. Each person will be asked his ac- 
cupation and whether he is an em- 
ployer or employee or is working on his 
own account. 

Farmers will be asked to give infor- 
mation as to the acreage, ownership and 
management of the land which they 
hold, value of land ,buildings, imple- 
ments and machinery, expenses for feed, 
fertilizer and labor, number of cows, 
horses, chickens and other domestic an- 
imals, and quantity and acreage of crops. 
quantity of milk and butter sold and 
forest products. 

Correct answer are of the utmost 
importance. The United States De- 
partment. of Agriculture assisted the 
Census Bureau in preparing the quest- 
ions on the agriculture schedule and 
appeals to farmers everywhere to keep 
farm records for census purposes. 


Many Desperadoes Hunted Down 


You would hardly think of the United 
States Department of Agriculture as an 
agency for hunting down desperadoes, 
but it is. That the desperadoes happen 
to be not men but wild animals does 
not detract either from the adventure or 
the value of the work. Now and then 
a wild animal becomes notorious for its 
exploits in killing live stock. The ins 
spectors of the Bureau of Biological Sur-. 
vey make special efforts to hunt down 
and kill such animals. A mountain lion 
that was known to have destroyed $1,000 
worth of live stock in one month was 
killed near Dubois, Wyo., a few months 
ago. That the animal had eluded many 
private hunters was shown by the num- 
ber of scars onthe body. Another moun- 
tain lion taken.in April had killed seven 
colts during the spring. In the same 
State a paif*of wolves that had destroyed 
$2,500 worth of live stock was killed, 
the female by a Government hunter and 
the male by a private hunter. A ranch 
owner near Mertzon, Tex., reported that 
within three months he had lost 300 sheep, 
valued at $3,200, as the result of the 
depredations of six coyotes. Government 
hunters, in July, captured all six of the 
beasts. 

But not all of the bad beasts have been 
disposed of. About 30 very cunning 
wolves still roam the ranges of New 
Mexico, causing annual losses to live 
stock amounting to about $2.000 each. 
When the department’s campaign for de- 
struction of predatory animals began, 
however, there were between 300 and 
400 wolvesinthe State. The small num- 
ber remaining, though made up of the 
most cunning and destructive individuals 
of the packs, is being steadily reduced, 
in spite of the fact that the stock of 
wolves in that State is constantly re- 
cruited by stragglers from the mountains 
of northern Chihuahua, Mexico.
